The supply was light to moderate this week as hay harvest was in 
full swing as the weather finally gave producers several dry days 

in a row. Although the heat was good for making hay it was also 
a factor in limiting transportation of cattle as well. Demand was 

moderate to good. Grain prices tumbled mid-week both cash and 
futures providing the some support to the cattle markets. The 

corn futures were down 0.30 to 0.52 for the week after gaining 
back a little of the losses. Boxed beef cutouts were lower for the 
week which is typical after Memorial Day and given that most 

retail shops likely have their orders made for Fourth of July 
needs now.

     There were 5.8 days suitable for fieldwork for the week ending 
June 13, 2021. Temperatures last week averaged 77.6 degrees 
statewide, 5.9 degrees above normal. Precipitation averaged 0.53 
inches, 0.49 inches below normal. Topsoil moisture supply was 
rated 1 percent very short, 15 percent short, 81 percent adequate, 
and 3 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supply was rated 6 percent 
short, 89 percent adequate, and 5 percent surplus. Corn emerged 
was 97 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 93 percent. 
Corn condition was rated 1 percent very poor, 7 percent poor, 36 
percent fair, 51 percent good, and 5 percent excellent. Soybeans 
planted was 85 percent complete, compared to the 5-year average 
of 78 percent. Soybeans emerged was 65 percent, compared to the 
5-year average of 61 percent. Soybeans condition was rated 4 per-
cent poor, 38 percent fair, 53 percent good, and 5 percent excellent. 
Cotton squaring was 17 percent, compared to the 5-year average of 
13 percent. Cotton condition was rated 7 percent poor, 25 percent 
fair, and 68 percent good. Rice condition was rated 6 percent poor, 
28 percent fair, 53 percent good, and 13 percent excellent. Winter 
wheat harvested for grain was 2 percent, compared to the 5-year 
average of 20 percent. Winter wheat condition was rated 1 percent 
very poor, 8 percent poor, 43 percent fair, 43 percent good, and 5 
percent excellent.
